— The following draft of certain rules which the 
Government of Kerala proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 45 of the Kerala Command Areas Development Ordinance, 
1985 (31 of 1985 ) is hereby published for general information as required 
by sub -section (1 ) of the said section . 

Notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken up for considera 
tion on or after 26-8-1985 and that objections or suggestions, if any, that may 
be received from any person with respect to the said draft before the date 
specified above, will be considered by the Government. Objections and 
suggestions shall be addressed to the Secretary to Government, Water & 
Power (CADA ) Department, Secretariat, Trivandrum . 


DRAFT RULES 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Command Areas Development Rules, 1985 . 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day 
of September , 1985 . 
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2. Definitions. - In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires , 

(i) " Form " means a form appended to these Rules. 
(ii) " Ordinance” means the Kerala Command Areas Development 

Ordinance, 1985 . 
( iii) " Regulations" means the Regulations made under section 46 

of the Ordinance. 
(iv ) “ Rules means the rules made under the Ordinance. 
(v ) " State" means Kerala State. 


3. Conditions of Service of Members of the Authority. — The nominated 
members of the Authority shall be entitled to the Travelling Allowance and 
Dearness Allowance for their journeys to attend the meeting of the Authority 
at the rates admissible to Class I Officers of the Government under the Kerala 
Service Rules . 


4. Terms and conditions of Officers and Employees of the Authority.--The 
terms and conditions of Service of Officers and employees of the Authority 
shall be such as are applicable to similar officers and employees of the State 
Government Service, from time to time. 


5. Powers of the Administrator . — The Administrator, subject to the General 
Superintendance and control of the Chairman of the Authority, shall exercise 
all the powers of the Authority except the following : 

( a ) Powers of the Authority under section 12 and sub -section (1) 
of section 14 of the Ordinance. 


(b ) Creation of posts in the Authority under sub-section (3 ) of 
section 11 ; 


(c ) Approval of budget under rule 9 ; 


(d ) Approval of Annual Accounts under rule 10 ; and 
( e) Approval of Annual Reports under rule 11. 


6. Forms of the schemes.- ( 1) The scheme to be published under section 
13 of the Ordinance shall be in Form 1 . 


(2 ) The notice of publication of the sanctioned. scheme under section 
14 of the Ordinance shall be in Form II . 


(3 ) Notice to land owners under section 16 shall be in Form III. 
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7. Levy of charges on works. — The statement of charges shall be in Form IV . 

8. Accounts.— ( 1) The Authority shall open a Bank Account/ Treasury 
Savings account in any of the Nationalised Banks/District Co-operative Banks/ 
Treasury situated within the jurisdiction of the Authority and credit all 
amount received by it to such account. 

(2 ) The Administrator or any other Officer duly authorised by the 
Authority shall operate such accounts on behalf of the Authority. 

9. The Annual Budget.- (1) The Authority shall prepare a provisional 
annual budget in Form v before 10th February every year and circulate it 
amongst the members of the Authority. Four copies of the provisional 
budget shall be sent to the Secretary to Government in charge of Command 
· Area Development Authority before 15th February every year. 

( 2) The Authority shall approve the budget on or before 15th March 
every year and send 10 copies of the approved budget to the Secretary to 
Government in charge of Command Area Development Authority 
immediately after its approval. 

10. Preparation of Annual Statement of Accounts. — The Authority shall 
prepare an Annual Statement of Accounts in Form VI before 15th April 
of every year and 5 sets of such annual statements of accounts shall be sent 
to Secretary to Government in charge of Command Area Development 
Authority . 

11. Annual Report . — The Authority shall prepare and forward its annual 
report for every year to the Secretary to Government in charge of Command 
Area Development Authority before 30th June of the succeeding year. 

12. Recovery of charges of unauthorised use of water. — The Authority shall 
recover the charges for unauthorised use of water at the rates chargeable 
under the law relating to the irrigation in force, from time to time. 

13. Fees for services. The fees chargeable under section 37 for the services 
rendered shall be the actual cost incurred in rendering such service and an 
additional charge not exceeding 10 % of the actual cost. 

14. Recovery of dues .- (1) The Authority shall as far as possible within 
3 months of the completion of the scheme intimate the land holder about the 
amount payable by him . 

(2 ) The rate of interest payable under section 40 shall be 12 % per 
annuin or 2 % above the rate of interest payable by the authority on loans 
raised from credit agencies , whichever is higher. 

15. Revision :—The revision application under section 44 shall be 
filed within 30 days from the date of communication of the decision or 
order or proceedings referred to therein .
